It was in 12gypt that the three shapes of 


tho sword blado originated, these being the 
straight, the curved and the half curved. 
As the shapes became n:oro settled and 
moie symmetrical great attention was 
given to the adornment of the sword or, 
more «spec:aliy, the hilt, and jigain in 
Egypt were found swords blue in color, 
with hilts of gold. A sword of the pha- 
raohs bed a pommel surmounted by a 
hawk's head, symbolical of the sun, while 
pins and studs of gold ornamented tho 
handle.

An eastern writer claims that in India 


tho Eword was introduced by Brahma and 
relates bow the sword god appeared on the 
mimmit of ono of tho Himalayas, shaking 
the foundations of the earth and- illximi- 
nnting thu sky. The arm of this god was. 
given by Brahnia to the deity .Shiva, and 
from him it was passed on to various para 
of India, or so the legend, -runs. Among 
the Moslems tho highest title given to a 
warrior of renown is "tbo sword of Al- 
lah,", acd the allegorical use of tho word, 
is found-in many pftrts of the Bible, while 
Roman literature abounds in allusions to 
tbe sword. 


At Mycenie Dr. SeMicrnann made very 


important discoveries of ancient swords, 
many of-which were curiouslyjcarved and 
engraved. Upon tbe hilt of one of these 
disinterred weapons is carved the figure of 
a goat, while another has thu shape of a 
lion^ cub. Tho Roman sword ,\yas of 
greater size than that ot the Greeks, and 
in tbe Hays of tho empire many of the \ 
sheaths were so covered with repousse 
work and incrustod with precious stones 
as to be veritable art treasures. 


In the Greek and Roman mythology aro 


many wonderful and miraculous tales of 
swords, as that of Perseus using the celes- 
tial weapon of Cronos to cut off tbe Gor- 
gon's head. When leaving home tho fa- 
ther of Theseus charged the mother of the 
boy to keep him by-her aids until he could 
move a certain stone of great weight 
Ycar« passed, and the boy grew stronger 
and stronger until ho lifted the stone one 
day a^d found beneath it a wonderful sword 
with a bilt-^f. fine.workmans.hip. Armed 
with i-iis fabled weapon he set out upon 
his joarney through the world, slaying the 
Mino^ur and working many miracles, 
while the sword remained a trusty friend 
throughout his adventurous life.

TJy Homeric writings abound with 


spirited allusions to the sword, although 
it is uiobably the sword of Homer's own 
time i hat Is dcfcribed rather than the ac- 
tuiil weapon of the Trojan war.

There are three kinds of bumblebees 


reared in a nest—quoeas, droaes and work- 
ers. The queens alone survive the winter. 
They apparently spend the first few weeks 
of spring waiting for red clover to bloom, 
the first blossom of which Is the sigaal for 
nest building. Before this they visit the 
willows, hum a soft bass about the HLtcs, 
thrust their long tongues into the honey- 
suckles and grow fat at tho c-±austkss 
honey jars of the water-leaf, and then .the 
play day ends and labor begins. 


Nest building with them docs not mean 


nest construction. One bee alone could 
not well do that. Besides she is in a big, 
bustling hurry now. She has actually seen 
a clover blossom. Out and in among the 
dead, matted grasses of last year's growth 
she goes, hunting perhaps for tho aban- 
doned nest of a field mouse. It will be re-*| 
memberod that these little animals build 
upon the surface of the ground soft nests 
of grasses, in which they winter- From 
these they have rnawaya leading in differ- 
ent directions. Tbo bee gees down into 
the dead grass, scrambling on as best she 
may, until she finds ooo of these runways, 
following it up to tbo nest. If it is occu- 
pied, she goes elsewhere; if not, the mouse 
nest straightway becomes a bee's nest and 
tho little creature begins her preparations 
for housekeeping. 


She now collects a mass of pollen in 


which to deposit an egg. As the egg 
hatches and the baby bee grows she -keeps 
this mass moistened with hoaey, and he 
helps himself gating out a cavity larger 
than a white bean. In this he spins a com- 
plete cocoon, wlsen this is done, he takes 
a long nap, in which, he changes from n 
grub into a bumblebee, with wings and 
legs. Meantime the parent removes tlie 
thin coating of pollen from the upper half 
of the cocoon and apparently spreads a- 
yello-.v secretion or varnish upon it, as if 
to keep out moisture. She is also now 
busy collecting more pollen and laying 
eggs in it and constructing a rude coll or 
two in which to place honey, as if for a 
rainy day. The first tees that hatch are 
worker bees, and at this time aro downy, 
pale and babylike in appearance- and be- 
havior.

Writing of the ultimate fate of this 


splendid fleet, Captain Alfred T. Mahan 
says: 


Yet the armada had not been utterly 


routed, and Elizabeth's captain knew this 
full well.

According to 
tS^ estimate of tho Spanish captain Duro, 
Wivft has made a close study of the records 
in hi* own .pouutry, out of ISO sail of 
which the armada was composed when it 
loft Lisbon on May 30, 1588, 63 were lost 
£)f these only nine fell in battle or in im- 
mediate consequence thereof,, although 
tJja injuries received in tho various actions 
iia thp channel doubtless contributed to 
'the ultimate shipwreck of many, Nine- 
itcen were cast away on the Scottish and 
ijrlsh coasts; 36 disappeared altogether. 
Of these last it is possible that.aome of the

In southern Italy, where poverty is greater 
than in other portions of the pMnuvalo, 
the: great noble families aru compelled to 
resort to the most extraordinary str-aui- 
gems to sz»ve appearances. In Naples, jxwr 
noble families have adopted a system of 
mutual c&txiagss and horses which is 
somewhat curious. Five or six families 
agree to pay the expenses of a luxurious 
establishment, gem-rally a four-in-hand, 
with coachman and footmen. The car- 
riage door with the various coats of arms 
of the different families is aloce changed, 
according to the fanaily which uses the 
carriage. On grcxt occasions these -fam- 
ilies draw lots to see which shall use the 
carriage and horses. 


Tbo man who wishes to bear a prince's 


crown must pay $8,000 to the government, 
to become a duke $6,OCO is sufficient, for 
$5,000 one may be a marquis and for 84,- 
000 a count, $2,400 is sufficient to become 
a baron and $1,000 for the simple prefix 
"de," These figures apply only to the ti- 
tles conferred by the king, but besides 
these royal titles are the dignities confer- 
red by tho pope. These papal "fides are 
somewhat cheaper than those conferred by 
tho king. At the Vatican a brand new 
.count may be created for $3,400 and a 
marquis for $6,000. 


It is hardly necessary to add that tho 


proud old Italian aristocrats look down 
with the greatest contempt on these par- 
venu noblemen, whether created by the 
king or the pope. These proud Italian 
aristocrats of ancient lineage, such as the 
Colonno, theBorghese, the Orsini of Rome, 
the Strozzi of Florence and ths Visconte 
of Milan, consider themselves vastly su- 
perior to the most ancient nobles of France 
and Great Britain and the equals of most 
royal families. Some. of the old Roman 
nobles even,clalm direct descent from the 
days of ancient Home. — Milan Cor. Provi- 
dence Journal.

SOURCE OF TROUBLE, 


Tho Longest Trolley Trip In America. 
One may new travel by trolley car in 


eastern Massachusetts very long distances 
in continuous directions. Tho longest con- 
tinuous trip that may bo made is that be- 
tween New Bedford, Mass., and Nashua, 
N. H. This route takes-one from the holi- 
day shores of Buzzards bay to Mount Hopo

Coal fe tho bugbear of modern shies n* 


war. It is the cause of ceaseless bother 
fore end aft. Ooal gots the nerves of fleet 
lOBiuiauders, ship commanders, chief and 
assistant engineers on edge for long crui>es 
M a stretch. 
Coal, which also mcais. 


coaling, causes more desertions from the 
cavy than any other feature of the service. 
The growls over coal and coaling aboi.ni 
men-of-war of today arc never endii.i; 
When the potency of coal for ri^ndcnag 
:h:ef engineers half insane is considered, 
it is no wonder tliat so many of them go 
to pieces physically and aro forced to retire 
when they ought to be in their prime of 
usefulness. 


Ever since men-of-war were first driven 


by steam the world's navies have been es- 
perinsenting with coal. The results of 
their experiments up to the present time, 
as roost of the chief engineers confess, 
may bo represented by naught. The steam- 
ing radius of a ton of coal, tho weight of 
a ton of coal's smoke, the weight of a ton 
of coal's refuse, the proportionate amount 
of clinker in each and all of the world's 
brands of steaming coal, the number of 
pounds of steam made ijj a given time by 
each and all of the world's Tininds of 
steaming coal—these and about 40 others 
of similar character are the minor problems 
that come in for solution after the chief 
problem of getting aboard enough coal to 
drive the ship a specified distance is solved 
These are the pencil and pad puzaies that 
conduce so to the con version of naval engi- 
neers into neurasthenic wrecks. 


Tho big problem of course- ia the con- 


sumption of coal—the getting of enough 
coal aboard a man-of-war to drive her 
through a certain number of leagues of 
water. Coal is deceiving and treacherous.. 
It has an utterly inexplicable fashion of 
working" its way into the furnaces, of 
sneaking out of bankers and of smashing 
the calculation slates of skippers and en- 
gineers to smithereens. Many" an inno- 
cent coal passer on board a man-of-war 
gets himself dragged up to tho mast to ex- 
plain to his skipper and chief .engineer 
the absence of a certain amount of cool 
that ought stiU to remain in the bunkers 
tho coal heaver has been working in, but 
that isn't there all the same. 


Coal passers have been worried into say- 
ing'1! didn't eat the cool," under these 
cross examinations. When coal consump- 
tion calculations are spoiled in this way, 
the recrimination that follows all along 
the lino is -natural. The skipper says the 
chief engineer hasn't a properly developed 
bump of economy. The chief says the men 
have sneaked tho coal into tho furnaces 
The men say the coal is no good and 
burns, like dry hemp. And the coal goes 
right on using itself up as'if bewitched- 


Chief engineers know, of course, just 


how much coal the bunkers of their ships 
will hold, to a pound—in cubic measure 
uicnt—but figures lie with reference to 
coal. When a chief midway on a cruise 
wants to know how much cool he has used 
and how much ho still has on hand, he 
never simply subtracts the amount used, 
according to the log, from tho amount 
taken* aboard at the outset of the cruise 
Ho knows that if he does this he'll proba 
bly get his ship in ths trough of the sea 
400 or 600 miles from land without a 
pound of coal left to move her into port. 
He first sends his yeoman, a -chief petty 
officer, into the bunkers to do some figur- 
ing. Ho discounts the yeoman's report 
through his knowledge that all yeomen 
arts optimists and therefore likely to tack 
on a good many more tons than the bun 
kcrs contain, 
, After the yeoman has washed up and 
made Ms pen and pencil sketch of tho 
bunkers, with tho figured amount of coo! 
remaining in each of them, the chief sends 
one of his cadet engineers through tho 
bunkers for a report on the amount of cca! 
remaining on hand. The cadet engineer 
does some fancy figuring, making his cal- 
culations as abstruse as possible for the 
greater effect of them,, aud then the chief 
bus one of the assistant engineers under- 
take the murky, smutty trip through the 
bunkers The assistant engineer's figures 
occasionally get within 100 tons or so of 
the figures presented by the- yeoman and 
the cadet engineer. Finally the chief as- 
sumes the bluo jumpers and blouse him- 
self and makes the bunker crnisa. He al- 
ways emerges from tho bunkers with a

These old machinists ore 
practical, experienced men, who don't 
know much about figures and have no sort 
of reverence for cubic measurement One 
of them goes through the bunkers, sizes 
up the ambuut of coal remaining in each 
of them by the simple eye method, which 
is the evolution of experience, and makes 
a report on the amount of coal on hand 
that in nine coses out of ten is proved at 
tho end of the cruise correct almost to the 
ton. 
Thus tho trouble over the coal in 


the bunkers is never at an or.d. 


If the chief engineer's trouble over the 


question of coal consumed and on hand 
were the end of tho problem, it would not 
be so bad, but the number of reports ho ia 
compelled to make to tho bureau of steam 
engineering on each cargo of coal is ap- 
palling. Ho has got to tabulate for the 
bureau of steam engineering the exact 
amount of coal, to a half bushel, used 
daily for driving ship, for working.tho 
Ventilating engines, for working tho 
Hushing pumps, for working tho dynamos, 
for furnishing heat, for running, tho ice 
machines, for operating tho condensers, 
Cor doing all of the thing* aboard a mod- 
ern man-of-war that strain is employed 
for. 
Ho must see to It thnt every pound 


of refuse from tho coal used on a cruise is 
Measured and weighed and report on it. 
lie must have tho clinker assorted from 
tho refuse, have it weighed and report on 
it 
He must note the color of tho coal's 


smoke and report on It in varying dpgreoa 
of density. He must, in general, note tho 
conduct and morale ot all tho coal con- 
sumed on his ship and report on it

Out- 
side of Barcelona and Madrid there, aro 
perhaps 600 papers published in Spain, 
and not half of these pretend to be news- 
papers. 


Indeed out of all the 1,200 periodicals 


published in Spain, the scientific journals, 
religious papers and fashion papers are 
largely in the majority, while the newspa- 
pers arc in the minority. Newspaper en- 
terprise does not have ranch encourage- 
ment. IToraigu news, is obtained chiefly 
from , government officials.

-kingdom of Spain does no* receive aa 
many foreign Uispatehes in a week as are 
sent to a single city ia. this country in a 
single-day. The average Spanish editor 
does not see much use in paying^for an 
interesting dispatch -from abroad when 
tho chraocs are about ton to-onathat whoa 
he gets tho dispatch the press censor will 
not allov? the paper to print it—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

There has beta ever, since the world 


emerged from the dim light of the tallow 
dip a desire for more ami more brillittns 
illumination, without color, without: shad- 
ows and yet with abundance of light. 
This light for best effects should wr.ue from 
as inaay directions above the hue of sight 
as possible. lit interior illumination the 
floors and side walls ^honld Therefore be 
dark, the ceiling as light as possible and j 
tha illumination should conic from as j 
many sources as practicable, li one direc- ! 
tioii only is available, then the opposite 
! 


wall should be kept light to give reflection, i 
Few people realize thr.t a "dead white" . 
surface reflects about SO per cent of the 
light which tills upon it, and, therefore, 
that a white wail or ceiling is an excellent 
reflector, and, in fact, absorbs much less 
light than does any ti-msmissive diffusion 
apparatus, such as ground glass globes, 
etc., which otten absorb 40 to 60 per eenc 
of the light impinging upon them. 


A desire for diffused illumination for 


bringing out the architectural effects of 
the new Columbia University library led 
to the following design for this purpose: 
A white opaque sphere 7 feet in diameter 
was suspended from the middle of the 
dome, 85 feet above the floor, by one-quar- 
_ter inch steel rope, the latter being entire- 
ly invisible from below. To all appear- 
ances the sphere floats in the air. The 
globe is a framework of wood covered with 
veneering and coated with a white matt 
surface wash, its general appearance be- 
ing that of a ground glass surface. This 
is illuminated to an intrinsic brilliancy of 
from 75 to 300 foot candles by rays from 
eight Colt projection lanterns placed in 
eight equidistant corners of the four up- 
per balconies. 


These lights arc boxed in so that only 


the projecting lens is visible. Each of 
them throws a disk of light 6 feet 6 inches 
in diameter upon thc sphere. The eight 
disks overlap so that the whole sphere 
seems to glow with, a pale, diffused light. 
The effect is beautiful in the extreme. 
The surface seems translucent, and the 
light seems to come from a certain depth 
within and to bathe the whole globe with 
a warm lighc. As the globe floats below 
the ceiling it is difficult to locate it. 
Whether it is near by or a moon in the 
clear sky miles away is left to the imagina- 
tion. This is not intended as a light by 
which to read, the tables all having read- 
ing lamps, bM it is possible to read with 
considerable ease on the floor of the read- 
Ing room by the light of the sphere alone. 


A crude test gives tho approximate can- 


dle power as about 500, but the light is so 
white and so agreeable that -it gives one 
the impression of greater power. The 
eight. lamps take about; 150 amperes, the 
whole lighting of the main reading room 
taking about 300 amperes, while the cen- 
tral jroom of the Congressional library at 
Washington, about 10 per cent larger, re- 
quires nearly 900 amperes.—Progressive 
Age. 


How High. Is Tour Chait? 


Some curious experiments have been 


made by a Harvard professor to prove what 
is really the best height for the chair you 
sit on and the desk you write at. Every 
person, it appears, ought to have a chair 
specially made to suit his or her height, 
and the seat of the chair should be exactly 
one-quarter of yoar height from the floor. 
Thus if you are 6 feet high tho chair seat 
should be 18 inches. 
Tho width of the 


seat should exactly equal ita height, and 
it should slope backward three-quarters 
of an inch to the foot. The back should 
be a trifle higher than the seat and sloped 
slightly, not too much. 


Finally your desk should be two-thirds 


as high again as the seat of your chair. 
Thus if your chair seat is 24 inches the 
desk should be 40 inches in height. -"When 
you have attended to all these little do- 
tails, you can sit and write all day with- 
out feeling that backache that comes from 
chairs and desks that don't fit you.—Bos- 
ton Traveler.

Unprofitable Counterfeiting. 


Dishonest people work harder for small- 


er profit than honest ones. The secret serv- 
ice haa discovered that counterfeit 1 cent 
pieces are being made. "When the old cop,- 
per cents were in use, they were about the 
same value in weight as tho metal itself, 
but copper has grown cheaper, and the cent 
of today is only one-third of the old fash- 
ioned ono. A mnn or woman working 
very hard can turn out about 500 of these 
cents in one day. Besides tho cost of tho 
metal is the cost of the mold and of the 
chemicals used in finishing them, tho en- 
tire amount being about one-quarter of 
tho face value, "Upon this statement tho 
counterfeiter would clear only. §8.75 a day, 
but the trouble in*'shoving tho queer," as 
they call passing tho counterfeit, is ex- 
tremely great, so that tho malefactor is 
usually obliged to get two or three as- 
sistants to help him. This would reduce 
tho pay to about 80 cents a piece for a 
hard day's work.—New York Mail and 
Express. 


A Mountain of Gold. 


The most famous and most puzzling of 


all gold mines is Mount Morgan. It is 
supposed to bo tho product of a hot water 
spring and is simply a mountain of gold, 
but of gold that has already been treated 
by nature. In somo faroff ago tho hill has 
boon a huge natural crucible and all tho 
gold it contains has been, already mined, 
chemically dissolved and precipitated by 
haturo herself. 
All tho gold over discov- 


ered in tho mountain exists In a sort of 
golden flour dissolved through ironstone, 
—London Answers.

During the battle whrn 
the ships were lashed together ho crawled 
on board thc enemy's vessel and while the 
sailors wert; bu=y lighting climbed the 
rope ladder -which ran tip the mast, and, 
lulling tho flag from its place, -wrapped. 
t around his bony and carried it back to 
lis own ship. The sailors were fighting 
jravely until one, looking up and seeing 
that the fiag was gone, cried out to his 
companions that tho captain had pulled 
down the flag and there was 110 use light- 
ing longer. The men threw down their 
arms, and the mistake was net discovered 
until it was too late, for tho cabin boy's 
:omrades bad seized the ship. 


The flag of his country is what every 


:ailov and soldier throughout the world 
fights for during a battle. AVhen the ilag 
is gone, they lose heart and give up easily. 
Some of thc bravest deeds have been in 
defense of the flag and to get it back ogam 
when tho enemy has captured it. 
\Vhen 


a ship goes into battle, the national flag is 
run up to the masthead, tlie highest point 
on the vessel, where it flies until the en- 
gagement is over. Sometimes when the 
other ship is the stronger or its sailors fight 
better and the captain sees that he is 
beaten te pulls down his flag to show the 
enemy that he has had enough and wants 
to surrender. This act is called "striking 
the colors." It is a usual thing to run up 
a white flag in the place of tho one which 
has been hauled down, but often the sim- 
p\e act of striking the colors is enough to 
end "a battle. So long as the captain of a 
ship sees any flag except a white one flying 
from the enemy's vessel te will continue 
to fire upon it, for it is a sign that tho 
sailors have not given up and aro ready 
to fight longer. 


Sometimes during a naval battle the 


ropes which hold the flag aro shot* a\\ ay, 
but in such cases there are always some 
brave sailors who will climb the inast and 
put another in its place. During tho Revo- 
lutionary war, when the ship commanded 
by Paul Jones was fighting an English 
vessel, tho American flag was shot away 
and fell overboard into the water. One of 
the sailors who saw it fall jumped after it, 
and, although, he was wounded, swam 
with it back to the ship, when it was fas- 
tened to tho top of the mast again. When 
the flag went overboard, the Englishmen 
began to cheer, for they thought that Paul 
Jones had surrendered, but when they saw 
it flying from the masthead onco more 
they changed their minds and finally sur- 
rendered themselves.' Thc action of the 
wounded sailor in jumping into the water 
to rescue the flag made Ma companions 
fight; all the harder. 


Every one who has read American his- 


tory knows abotit tho battle of Lake Erie 
and of how Commodore Perry carried tho 
flag from his sinking ship and hoisted it 
upon another. When the English captain 
saw Perry going in a rowboat from the 
sinking ship with the flag thrown over his 
shoulder, he ordered his sailors to sink the 
boat so that the flag couldn't be hoisted at 
the masthead of another Amqricaji vessel. 
He knew that if the American sailors saw 
that their flag was lost they would lose 
heart and surrender, and, as ho expected, 
when they saw thc flag flying again they 
worked harder and finally beat his ships. 


A ship going into action carries several 


flags—the national colors, which are hoist- 
ed in the most prominent place; the union 
jack, the pennant, which is a long, narrow 
streamer flying from tho masthead, and a 
set of signal flags, which are used to send 
messages from one ship to another. When 
a squadron of vessels under an admiral 
goes into a fight, tho flagship flies besides 
the other flags mentioned one which de- 
notes the rank of that officer. In the old 
days, when war vessels were madoof wood 
and had three masts, most of tlis flag's 
were hoisted to the top of these masts. 
Nowadays, however, many of our flghting 
ships have only one mast, and several flags 
may be hoisted upon that, but tho stars 
and stripes are always at tho top. 


\Vhen the squadron is waiting for the 


enemy's ships and they arc sighted, tho 
signal "Preparefor notion" is run upon 
the flagship. During all tho naval wars 
it has been the custom for tho captains, of 
naval vessels to have on board the flags of 
other countries besides their own, and fre- 
quently one of those flags is used to ad- 
vantage. During one of tho long naval 
wars between England and some of the 
other European countries tho captain of a 
small English war vessel sighted several 
big French, men-of-war, which, did they 
attack him, would have either sunk or 
captured his vessel. Franco and Spain 
were flghting against England, so he xaado 
htvsto to pull down tlio British flag nnd 
run up in Its stead a Spanish one. When 
tbe Frenchmen saw tho latter flag, they 
did not bother with tho little vessel and 
the Englishman escaped. 


During the war of 1812 an English cap- 


tain mado himself a. gront deal of trouble 
through fear that somo of tho bailors on 
board his ship might pull down his flag 
before ho had beaten tlio enemy. Just be- 
fore tho battle ho ordered a aailc-r to climb 
to tho top of tho mast and nail the flag 
there. Tho American ship proved tha bet- 
tor, and before long tho Kngllshimvn want- 
ed to surrender, but when ho wished to 
pull clown his HOR he couldn't. Tho sail- 
ors woro butiy lighting, so tho captain 
himself had to climb tho mast and tear 
down tho British cn«lgn.

It was 
remarked by the rough backwoodsmen 
that the "French ferryman" had "fine 
features" and must have been "a great 
man somewhere." In this land of liberty 
they had only a vsgue idas. o£ the meaning 
of '"'political exile." 


General Count; Bortrand Clausel, a fol- 


lower of Kopoleon, was another colonist 
who, 
feeling rather lonesome in the wil- 


derness, went to thc larger town of Mobile, 
where he tollowcd gardening. He drove 
liis market wagon into town and himself 
sold tfie vegetables with the •'greatest 
courtesy,"' according to the local chron- 
iclers. He afterward returned to France 
and was created marshal of Algeria. 


General J. J. Cluis was another of the 


esiles. lie fought under Kapoleon in 
Spain, and to him was given thc custody 
of the royal person of Ferdinand VII, who 
was dethroned to make room for Napo- 
leon's brother, Joseph. 


These eriles were not successful farmers. 


They lived in poverty until such times as 
political changes permitted their return 
to France. The nobles finally returned 
and the others abandoned their grant, 
some returning to Philadclphi^and others 
going to New Orleans, where their de- 
scendants live in tho Latin quarter.— 
Philadelphia Times.

A cover 
working with a spring fits over the socket 
into which the candle is inserted and is so 
arranged that as soon as the candle is con- 
sumed even witb the fop of the socket the 
cover Hies forward and extinguishes tho 
candle- 


In addition 3Ir. Bray has still another 


folding candlestick made to bo carried in 
tho pocket. It is so arranged that cither 
the hock or spike can be used, or both cau 
bo folded back and thc stick carried in the 
hand. Still another stick, which is cov- 
ered by a patent, lias a knifo attachment 
connected with thc hook for cutting fuse, 
an arrangement for splitting the fuse and 
ripping open the paper that covers giant 
powder, in case it is found necessary to 
crowd it into a small hole, and also an 
appliance for crimping the cap. This stick 
is also provided with the automatic extin- 
guisher. 


So far as novelty is concerned tho gem 


of tho collection perhaps is a folding stick 
with a horn handle and is called "the puz- 
zler. " A puzzler it is indeed, for as yet 
nobody has been found a"blo to open it, al- 
though, according to Mr. Bray, fully 9,000 
people have attempted tho feat. Two 
miuiaturo copies of the first mentioned 
folding stick complete the collection. One 
of them when closed is less than one inch 
in length and can be worn as a watch

Gunpowder. 


The explosion of gunpowder is divided 


into three distinct stages, called the igni- 
tion, inflammation and combustion. The 
ignition is the setting on fire of the first 
gi'iin, while the inflammation is tha 
spreading of tho ilame over the snrfaco of 
the powder from tho point of ignition. 
Combustion, is the burning up of each 
grain. The value of gunpowder is due tc 
the fact that when subjected to sufficient 
heat it becomes a gas which expands with 
frightful rapidity. The so called explosion 
that takes place when a match is touched 
to gunpowder is merely a chemical change, 
during which there is a sudden evolution 
of gases from the original solid. 


It has been calculated that ordinary 


gunpowder on exploding expands about 
9,000 times, or fills a space this, much lar- 
ger as a gas than when in a solid form. 
VThen this chemical change takes place in 
a closed vessel, the expansion may bo made 
to do a work like that of forcing a pro- 
Ductile along tho bore of the great gun or 
test tube in thc lino of least resistance.— 
Kew York "World.

The Way to Pock a Cafboat. 


Making a dock wifl not bo simple, on 


account of the necessity of killing the 
greater part of the boat's way before 
touching the dock. In general this ia done 
by approaching at an acute anglo to thc 
Hue you pui-poso to make the dock on and 
rounding up abruptly by putting the rud- 
der hard over and letting thc bhcct run to 
spill the wind out of the sail. This abrupt 
taini serves to lull nearly ail the headway 
and should leave only enough for the boat 
to carry up to tho dock. Tho remaining 
headway is checked by going up in the 
bow and "fending off." 


The abruptness o£ the turn aud the 


amount of room allowed for rounding up 
Si 


will vary according to the wind and can | 
only be acquired by practice. At first 
there will be just as much liability of your 
killing tho headway too soon and having 
to get an oar out to polo Tip as there is of 
not killing it sufficiently. In the latter 
case, if you. see tho boat after rounding up 
bag too much momentum for you to check 
easily by standing in tho bow, drop the 
contcrboard and weigh on it. Tho drag- 
ging of tho board on the bottom will form 
a most effective brake.—Harper's Bound 
Table.

Police Looking l']> the Allcsced Unr- 


ruwtucket, II. L, Feb. 1.— Tbe police 


have been investigating for tho second 
time the connection which it is, believed 
Michael Quinu tiud other members of 
the so called Hackett wire stealing gang 
may hove had with the Fosburg murder 
at Pittsficld, Mass. Thoy mnv feel con- 
fident they can prove the presence of 
the men neai 1'iftsiiokl on the night of 
(lip murder, aud they btate that the much 
WtU.lcd <JL,j)iii is a man who would uesi- 
iate at ;i /b'ng. 
The members of the 


guug biu-e Quinn are in jail at Tauuton, 
Mass., awaiting the action of the Bristol 
county gruud jury on the charge of break- 
iiig and entering and thelt. 


According to the statement of Hackett, 


one of th« gang, which has since beeu 
largely corroborated by investigation, the 
gang were in Adams, Mass., on the 
night of the Fosburg murder. Theywent 
thero to strip the bra^s from an engine 
and pnrap in n factory in that town. On 
the following day they Jolt the vicinity. 


After the nrrost ot all of the gang ex- 


cept Quinn in November, Kobert L. Fos- 
burg, the father of the murdered young 
woman, was sent for tn hoc the piisoners. 
For lorae reason, however, the soh, lion-' 
ert S. Fosburg, went instead to Tnnnton 
and haw the guns in the jail. It is stated 
that at that time Patterson said: "We 
are not the men you want; it's Quinn." 


Pievious to tills time I'.itterson had 


admitted that he was in the vicinity of 
Pitthlielil at the lime of the minder nnd 
Hiiid, "You may fix up thih wire matter, 
but yon can't fix up the I'lttslicld affair." 


Although Quinn iw at large, t)ie local

There had be«n an explosion in the 


jjftt-rRuon in the cigar bos factory of the 
\VHlum Wicke company on tho northeast 
corner of Thirtr-iirst street ai.d First av- 
enue. It was followed by a serious panic 
and the injury of a large number of the 
employees.. The fire, however, was sup- 
posed to have been thoroughly extinguish- 
ed, \vhec shortly after 7 o'clock last night 
it burst forth from the ruin with such 
fury that firemen who had jnst arrived 
were forced to abandon water tower Xo. 
3 and fire engine Xo. 21 and run for thoir 
lives. The fire engine was subsequently 
crushed under the falling of the wall of 
the Thirty-second street side of the build- 
ing and remained there a shapeless mass 
of wrecked machinery. 


Though the fire abounded in thrilling 


incidents, none was more sensational 
than the gallant effort made by the men 
of engine 21 to save the splendid tgam or 
grays which had been caught under the 
terrific back draft of the fire before they 
could be detached from the engine. The 
effort was only partially successful. One, 
of the horses had to be shot, and Chief 
Croker said the other would probably 
have to share the same fate. 


The escape of Joseph "W. Cody, a con- 


tractor for the building department, who 
was at work with a wrecking crew of 30 
men on the roof of the building, was 
marvelous. 


tosx Probably $1,50O,OOO. 


Chief Croker of the fire department and 


Captain Patterson of the fire patrol last 
night roughly estimated the total loss at 
about $1.500,000. It was impossible to 
make any estimate of the individual 
losses. 


For the first time in many years the 


alarm known as the "two nines'1 was 
sounded. This brought into service Cither 
at the scene of the fire or to relieve appa- 
ratus which had gone to the fire all fire 
engines, "water towers and hook and lad- 
der trucks located between Leonard 
street and Eighty-fifth street and from 
river to river. The foxlt fire boats— New 
Yorker, Havcmeyer, Tan Wyck and Boo- 
dy— all did valiant service, pumping from 
the East river great streams, which were 
brought up to Thirty-first and Thirty- 
second streets. The other fire apparatus 
was seriously handicapped by an insuffi- 
cient water supply, the old mains in First 
avenue and the cross streets proving ut- 
terly inadequate to th^e tremendous de- 
mand made upon thorn.

FIRE IN KANSAS CITY, MO, 


Theater Where Walker Whitenide 


Was Playing Burned. 


Kansas City, Feb. 1.— Fire lato last 


night destroyed the Coates Opera House, 
the principal theater of Kansas City, sit- 
uated at Tenth street and Broadway and 
occupying a detached building. Walker 
White-side and his company wore playing 
"Heart and Sword" in the house and had 
just concluded the evening performance 
when some of the actors discovered that 
the building was afire, the flames envel- 
oping the whole rear part of the theater 
in a few moments. The company lost 
their wardrobes and scenery, being oblig- 
ed to floe from their dressing rooms. The 
firemen were helpless to check the ilames 
and directed their chief attention to tho 
Coates hotel, diagonally across the street, 
the largest hotel in the city. Wind blew 
great showers of cinders upon the hotel. 
The guests were notified of their danger, 
and some left the house, but it was not 
dnmnged. 


No one wns injured. Tho audience had 


left tho theater only fivo minutes before 
tho lire was discovered. The building wns 
valued at between .$123,000 and $150,000 
one! wns insured for much less. It was 
one of the oldest and best known theaters 
In tho Avest.

OLD OXFORD'S WAYS. 


One of the Moat Notorious Battles In the 


University's History. 


The jaunty student scouted the officers 


of the civil law. He walked in sublime 
contempt of tho whplc race of Philistines 
who sold him clothes and furnished .him 
with board. He even rose loftily above 
his debts. Young lords with thoir retain- 
ers resorted to the university. The flames 
of national enmity and the jealousy ot 
nobles kindled afresh in the contact of the 
student world. This turbulent, lawless 
age was mirrored in the fierce broils of the 
young scholars. 


In 1855 a quarrel arose at Oxford on St. 


Scholastica's day, Feb. 10, between these 
lovers of learning and a landlord regard- 
ing the quality 6f his wine, and when "ho 
answered surlily" they broko their flasks 
about his head. Thus began one of the 
most remarkable contests in the history of 
the university. The bell of St. Martin's 
called the citizens to arms and of St. 
Mary's the scholars. Tho lattct seized the 
gates of the city to defend them against 
the country people, who rallied to the res- 
cuo of the citizens. 


But tha rustics, 2,000 in number, storm- 


ed a gate and entered the town. \Vherever 
the shaven crown of, a priest or the gown 
of a scholar was seen thither surged tho 
wild mob. Churches were plundered and 
crucifixes and ornaments torn down. 
Monks wero seized with the chalice at tho 
foot of tho cross, .and a general scene of 
plunder nnd license set in. Tho host was 
carried in procession, but did not avail to 
check tho fury. 


The king arrived with troops. The papal 


legato, Nicholiis of Tusculum, placed tho 
town under an interdict, and all masters 
and scholars who should remain there. 
This was not removed for four years, when 
the town submitted absolutely to tho 
mercy of tho legato, offered masses for tho 
slain students and paid indemnity for tho 
injuries that had bocn committed.—Pro- 
fessor W. T. Hbwett in Hotpei'8 Maga- 
zine.

It is 
made of gray porous clay and is manufeu

A black eye Is simply a bruise, a black 


and blue spot, of the eyelids and the parts 
underneath the orbit. All these tissues 
being very loose and spongelike in texture, 
the blood which escapes beneath the skin 
in all cases of bruising and constitutes tha 
black and blue mark spreads very widely 
and causes great disfigurement. 


Sometimes, if the injury has been se- 


vere, there \ ill be on escape of blood be- 
neath the membrane covering the eyeball, 
but the eyeball itself usually escapes seri- 
ous damage owing to Its elasticity and to 
the efficient protection afforded by tha 
bony ring forming the edges of the orbit. 


A short time after the injury has been 


received swelling of the part sets tn, the 
skin is reddened and, hot, and there is a 
feeling of tension, if not more or less ao- 
tual pain. .This is the time to treat tha 
bruise in order to prevent as for as possible 
tho formation of the "black eye." 


If nothing is done, the discoloration 


soon appears, first of a dark reddish pur- 
ple color, and then almost black; later it- 
fades off with a play of colors, green, blue 
and yellow, until gradually all traces of 
the accident disappear.
